latei' at Cerres and Sixth street In the i 
home of Conners. 


S L. Browne, chief of detecti\es at- 


tached to the district attornej's office, 
assisted b> two of his men made the 
arrests. 


The finding of dynamite in .t rear 


alleyway of the million dollar hall of 
records in September was accepted at 
the time as an evidence of an attempt 
to destroy the building. Prior to thl* 
Conners Jt is alleged was seen around 
t&e building. On the

search resulted in the finding of sev- 
eral sticks "of dynamite In the hall of 
records allej. The detectives sSy the 
arrest of Conners and Parks is the cul- 
mination of months of close surveil- 
lance. 


Strenuous effort was made to keep 


secret the charges against the men. 
Conners was taken to the distiltt at- 
torney's office where he -was closeted 
for severaf hours and the district at- 
torney refused to give out anj Infor- 
mation until late tonight, when fie 
newspaper men ,«ere given a brli-t 
statement. The district attorney wheiv 
asked whether there ivoUld be any ef- 
fort to connect J. J. McNamara, J. B 
McNamara or Ortle MeManJgal with 
the alleged attempt of Conner* and 
Parks, said that his office had no evi-

NEW LORIMER INQUIRY.

THE introduction in the United States 


Senate of a resolution calling for a prompt 
and sweeping investigation of new charges 
made im connection with tyie election of 
William Lorimer will unquestionably meet 
general approval throughout the country. 
Tfie resolution is a substitute for that in- 
troduced by Senator LaFollette several 
days ago, which propo$ed that a second 
inquiry should ~te conducted by a .special 
committee ot new Senators. It was intro- 
duced by Senator Dillingham, chairman of 
the. committee on privileges and elections, 
and calls for an inquiry by that committee, 
although it is not improbable (hat when the 
resolution conies up for'action provision 
may be made for Ihe conduct of the in- 
vestigation by a subcommittee. 


In this event it is to be hoped, and may 


well be anticipated, that the report will not 
betray such anf*>hv}nus desire on the part 
of the inquisitors to whitewash the Illinoisan 
as did.that-tnade b> the subcommittee which 
conducted the original inquify. 
Its report, 


declaring that "the title Of Mr. Loriinei to 
a seat in the United States Senate has not 
been shown to be invalid by the use or em- 
ployment of corrupt methods or practices,'' 
was an insult to the intelligence of the 
public. 


No less than four members of the 


Illinois Legislature had-confessed "to accept- 
Jng bribes to vofe for Lorimer™ while three 
others, implicated by them as bribe givers, 
also voted for him. In its anxyrty to acquit 
Lorimer, the subcommittee found refuge in 
the position that in similar cases it had 
been held that to invalidate a Senator's elec- 
tion it must be made to appear either that 
the person elected participated in an act of 
bribery or attempted bribery, or sanctioned 
or encouraged the same, or that enough 
votes were secured by bribery or corrupt 
practices to change the result of the 
election. 


As nothing had then been brought out 


directly connecting the accused Senator 
with the bribery transactions, he was ex- 
onerated on that score, and the committee, 
to evade the fact that seven fraudulently- 
obtained votes were sufficient to change the 
result, dismissed the four ~ confessions as 
unworthy of credence and then advanced 
the astounding conclusion that even though 
these-four had received money to vote for 
Lorimer there were no facts or circum- 
stances from which it could,, be legally in- 
ferred that the votes of any other members 
were corruptly obtained. In other words, 
although bribes might have been taken, 
none were given.

AN OBITER DICTUM. 


From the Kansas City Times. 


Arises now a New York lawyer and says tha 


what Chief Justice White wrote In tke Standard OJ 
case of the difference between reasonable and unrea- 
sonable restraint of trade Is not the law of the land 
because it was an "obiter dictum." 


Now, an obiter dictum is something; stated 


the course of a court's opinion which is not neces- 
sar> to the judgment reached In the case The point 
of the New York lawyer Is that the one thing for the 
court to determine was whether the Standard ha< 
violated the Sherman antitrust law. Speculation as 
to whether there rnight not be certain legal restraints 
o-t trade hod nothing to do -with fixing the Standard's 
statue in the law. 


Technically, the point appears to be pood enough 


But the thing of practical importance is that eight ol 
the nine judges agreed on the "obiter" as well as on 
the specific judgment. As a guide to what the future 
attitude of the court regarding the present law will 
be, the chief Justice's general statement of principles 
19 as authoritative as though the concrete facts in 
Issue had depended upon those principles.
